The Japanese phrase used here is 
kikai otaku. Kikai means machine 
and otaku describes a fan. There 
can be many types of otaku, from 
machine to anime, to trains, etc. 

Often mistakenly appropriated in 
English as “nerd/geek,” an otaku 
is an obsessive fan who hoards 
information and merchandise of their favorite things. The word 
“otaku” in Japanese is a formal and honorific pronoun that the 
speaker uses to address “you” or “your family,” reflecting an 
insider culture that respects each individual as an expert in 
their own obsession. In general, otaku connotes an inability to 
function “normally” in society, so Japanese otaku are shamed 
for it and might try to hide it in their public lives.

Otomata is Japanese for 
automaton , from the English 
plural automata. Japanese 
does not require inflection of 
nouns as singular or plural. 

Most loanwords from European 
languages assume their original 
singular forms regardless of 
number, but some loanwords 
assume their original plural 
forms regardless of number, 
such as otomata and mitokondoria (mitochondrion).

The Japanese original represents 
the dialogue of groups of various 
nationalities consistently as Japanese 
with Japanese honorifics, and so the 
English translation consistently uses 
English with English honorifics. For 
reference, RyuZU’s “Master Naoto” and 
“Miss Marie” are originally “ Naoto- 
sama ” and “ Marie-sama ,” and the 
Meisters’ “Meister Marie” is originally 
“Marie-sensei” In German, normal 
usage is the masculine term Meister 
and the feminine term Meisterin , but 
English and Japanese both use meister 
for either gender. In the Japanese 
original, Meister , not sensei , is used for 
the free-standing noun.
